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Antioch's cops busy 



According to Antioch Police Chief Chuck 
Miller, law enforcement in Antioch has been 
at an all time high, at least since Miller has 
been on the force. 

Police action for the last month includes 
the issuance of 136 traffic tickets, 37 DUI 
arrests, 36 juvenile apprehensions and- 72 
other arrests; 

Under other arrests comes theft, shoplif- 
ting, deceptive practices, murder, disorderly 
conduct, etc. 

Normally, the police department makes an 
average of 18 and 20 of these arrests in a 
month's time. . 



When it comes to drinking-driving arrests, 
before the teen border crossing traffic star- 
ted in 1980, v this many DUl's was an entire 
year's quota. 

Miller said that 16 of these arrests came af- 
ter the drinking age in Wisconsin went up to 
19 on July 1. Since this is a higher number of 
DUI's than usual, the indication seems to be 



that the 19-year-old Wisconsin drinking raise 
may not help the border traffic problem. 

Miller added that these arrests took 3,000 
, police hours, 290 hours of police overtime. 

"An officer should be busy one-third of the 
time and patroling or looking for trouble two- 
thirds of the time," Milter said. 

"Because of all this action, our officers 
were busy 50 percent of the time and people 
will begin complaining about not seeing a 
squad car patroling their area," Miler ad- 
ded.

Illinois traffic fatalities for 
June totalled 126, a 5.9 per- 
cent increase over the same 
period of 1983, but still show 
a decrease for the first six 
months of 1984, according to 
provisional 'figures released 
by the Illinois Dept.. of Tran- 
sportation and the Illinois 
State Police. 

The provisional total of 647 
fatalities for six months of 
1984 is a decrease of 4.6 per- 
cent from the 678 deaths for 
the same period of 1983, and 
a decrease of 11.1 percent 
from the 728 deaths in 1982. 



In June there were 126 
deaths as the result of 116 ac- 
cidents, an increase of 5.9 
percent from the 119 
provisional deaths in June 
1983, and a decrease of 14.3 
percent from the 147 
fatalities in June 1982. 

In June there were 19 
pedestrians killed in 16 ac- 
cidents; four persons killed 
in three railroad crossing ac- 
cidents; 27 persons killed in

Boating is supposed to be 
fun, and for most people it is. 
But every year hundreds die 
in boating accidents, and 
many more are injured. 

The tragedy of. these grim 
statistics, . according to 
Larpy Closson, Dept. of. Con- 
servation, (DOC) Division of 
jaw Enforcement chief, is 
"that nearly all boating ac- 
cidents can be prevented. 

Coast Guard statistics 
show that most boating 
fatalities are caused by cap- 
sizings^and falls overboard, 
Closson said. 

MOST INJURIES and 

much of the millions of 
dollars in property damage 
are caused by boating ac- 
cidents from fires and ex- 
plosions. 

"Capsizings and falls over- 
board account for about 65 
percent of all boating ac- 
cident deaths," Closson said. 
"Of all boating fatalities in 
the nation, about 88 percent 
listed drowning as the cause 
-of-death,-and-75 -percent-of- 
those who die did not wear a 
personal flotation device 
(PFD) or life jacket. In 
other words, boating 
fatalities could be reduced 
by 75 percent if people would 
wear a Coast Guard- 
approved PFD whenever 
they're on the water. Since 
the law requires a PFD for 
each person on board, the ob- 
vious moral of this, story is 
that a PFD must be worn to 



do any good," he added. 

Illinois has been lucky in 
that it has experienced a 
slight decline in the number 
of boating fatalities. Only 17 
persons frowned as a result 
of boating accidents last 
summer, compared to 28 a 
year earlier. 

STILL, ILLINOIS boaters 
must wear PFDs ancladhere 
to the rules.of safe boating to 
maintain the trend toward 
fewer boating deaths, 
Closson said. 

Half the injuries and much 
of the property damage 
associated with boating ac- 
cidents result from 
collisions, according to 
Closson. 

Last summer in Illinois,, 43 
of the 97 reported accidents 
involved collisions with 
other vessels and another 10 
accidents resulted from 
collisions with fixed objects. 

Invariably these accidents 
occured on nice, clear days 
with unlimited visibility. 
'Water conditions were calm, 
visibility good, and weather 
clear in well over half the ac- 
cidents reported to DOC last 
summer. 

t 

Yet, the/ boaters involved 
often explained that they 
"just didn't see the other 
boat" or they "didn't see the. 
other boat until it was too 
late." 

THE REASON for many of 
these accidents is that ex- 



posure to sun, wind, motion, 
vibration, glare and the 
noise of operating a boat for 
three or four hours is very- 
tiring, Closson said. "These 
stresses may reduce an 
operator's ability to observe 
and react nearly as much as 
being legally intoxicated. If 
you've also had a few drinks, 
your abilities will be ham- 
pered even more." 

Of all accidents, fires and 
explosions are probably the 
easiest to prevent, Closson 
said. 

The root cause is lack of 
care. Victims of these ac- 
cidents usually fail to check 
their boats for stray fuel 
vapors after refueling or fail 
to maintain the fuel systems 
in working order. 

"Don't be in a hurry," 
Closson advised. "Slowdown 
and check for fuel odors 
before starting: engines. 
Gasoline is a powerful ex- 
plosive, and it has a very 
short fuse." 

Boaters can .reduce their 
chances of becoming a 
boating accident statistic, 
just by observing a few 
safety rules Closson said. 

'AWear your PFD, keep 
your weight low in an open 
boat, smell for fuel- vapors, 
maintain your boat in good 
operating condition and stay 
alert," he said. "Then show 
courtesy and consideration, 
and boating will be as fun for 
everyone as it is supposed to 
be."

Coast Guard statistics 
show that most boating 
fatalities are caused by cap- 
sizings and. falls overboard, 
Closson said. 

MOST INJURIES and 

much of the millions of 
dollars in property damage 
are caused by boating ac- 
cidents from fires and ex- 
plosions. 

"Capsizings and falls over- 
board account for about 65 
percent of all boating ac- 
cident deaths," Closson said. 

"Of all boating fatalities in 
the nation, about 88 percent 
listed drowning as the cause 
of death, and 75 percent of 
those who die did not wear a 
personal flotation device 
(PFD) or life jacket. In 
other words, boating 
fatalities could be reduced 
by 75 percent if people would 
wear a Coast Guard- 
approved PFD whenever 
they're on the water. Since 
the law requires a PFD for 
each person on board, the ob- 
vious moral of this, story is 
that a PFD must be worn to 



do any good," he added. 

Illinois has be"en lucky in 
that it has : experienced a 
slight decline in the number 
of boating fatalities. Only 17 
persons drowned as a result 
of boating accidents last 
summer, compared to 28 a 
year earlier. 

STILL, ILLINOIS boaters 
must wear PFDs and adhere- 
to the rules of safe boating to 
maintain the trend toward 
fewer boating deaths, 
Closson said. . 

Half the injuries and much 
of the property damage 
associated with boating ac- 
cidents result from 
collisions, according to 
Closson. ~t~ 

Last summer in Illinois, 43 
of the 97 reported accidents 
involved collisions with 
other vessels and another 10 
accidents resulted from 
collisions with fixed objects. 

Invariably these, accidents 
occured on nice, clear days 
with unlimited visibility. 
Water conditions were calm, 
visibility good, and weather 
clear in well over half the ac- 
cidents reported to DOC last 
summer. 

■ 

Yet, the boaters, involved 
often explained that they 
"just didn't see the other 
boat" or they "didn't see the 
other boat until it was too 
late." 

THE REASON for many of 
these accidents, is that ex- 



posure to sun, wind, motion, 
vibration, glare and the 
noise of operating a" boat for 
three or four hours is very 
■tiring, Closson said; "These 
stresses may reduce ah 
operator's ability to observe 
and react nearly as much as 
being legally intoxicated. If 
you've also had a few drinks, 
. your abilities will be Ham- 
pered even more." 

Of all accidents; fires. and 
explosions are probably the 
easiest to -prevent, Closson 
said. , 

The root cause is lack of 
care. Victims of these ac- 
cidents usually fail to check 
their boats for stray fuel 
vapors after refueling or fail 
to maintain the fuel systems 
in working order. 

"Don't be in a, hurry," 
Closson advised. "Slow down 
and check for fuel odors 
before starting engines. 
Gasoline is a powerful ex- 
plosive, and it has a very 
short fuse." 

Boaters can .reduce their 
chances of becoming £ 
boating accident statistic, 
just by observing a few 
safety rules Closson said. 

"Wear your PFD, keep 
your weight low in an open 
boat, smell for fuel vapors, 
maintain your boat in good 
operating condition and stay 
alert," he said. "Then show 
courtesy and consideration, 
and boating will be as fun for 
everyone as it is supposed to 
be."

A public hearing to obtain views of citizens' 
on the proposed consolidation of Lotus and 
Grass Lake School Districts drew three 
opinions from Grass Lake residents and a 
total audience of 18 persons, four of whom 
were Lotus School teachers. 

Attendance at the hearing, which was held 
in Waukegan Monday, July 9, was in sharp 
contrast to recent Grass Lake School Board 
meetings which have drawn as many as 50 
parents speaking on both sides of the issue. 

William Thompson, Lake County superin- 
tendent of schools,, said the testimony 
presented at the hearing was the only official 
record that will be sent to the state office of 
education. "This is where it happens," he 
told the audience. 

The petition for consolidation, approved by 
both boards, must be approved by ihe state 
superintendent, Thompson said, and then is 
submitted to the voters of both districts in a 
referendum in the Nov. 6 election. 

According to the petition, the proposed 
educational fund tax rate of the new con- 
solidated district would be $1.56 per $100 of 
assessed valuation. The current Lotus rate is 
$1.73, not $1.79 as was stated last week. The 
Grass Lake rate is $1 .49 . . 

Tentative plans call for kindergarten 
through third graders to attend the l»tus 
building, while fourth through eighth graders 
would attend the Grass Lake building, which 
is three miles away from Lotus. 

Speaking in- favor of consolidation was 
Carolyn Adams, Grass Lake teacher and 
vice president of the teachers' association," 
who cited educational advantages of com- 
bining the two small districts. 

Her testimony included advantages such 
as better grouping of students, smaller class 
sizes, more children in extracurricular ac- 
tivities such as band , sports and art; and 



greater availability of the media center to 
children in the upper grades. 

Recommending further study on the 
merger of Grass Lake with some other 
school district was Pat Sherwood, resident 
and past officer of the Parent Tea< 
Organization. "I know that we will have to 
merge eventually, but I don't think we should . 
be rushed into it;" she said. 

Marie Brausam, the/third district resident 
to testify, said she is not in favor oFthe con- 
solidation because she believes not enough 
information has been presented to residents 
on the issue. "I want to investigate other op- 
tions," Brausam said. 

Testifying in favor of consolidation were 
Supts. Wayne Tidd of Lotus and Richard 
Hogan of Grass Lake. 

Advantages cited by the two educators in- 
cluded a broader financial base, the ability to 
offer a better educational program to studen- 
ts in a larger, consolidated district, the need 
for fewer staff members and the ability to of- 
fer departmentalized classes for students in 
sixth through eighth grade. 

Hogan also said there should be no tran- 
sportation problems because the buildings 
are only three mites apart on Grass Lake Rd. 
With more than one class per grade, the 
children could be better grouped according 
to ability, he'said. 

Earl Morrison, secretary of the Grass 
Lake Board, said he does not like the law that 
requires a consolidation vote to be a com- 
bined election of the residents in both 
districts. 

"If one district or another did not approve, 
it could still go through," he said. 

Marilyn Filiatreault, Lotus Board 
president, said after the meeting that none of 
the Lotus residents have' expressed 
dissatisfaction with the proposed con- 
solidation with her board.
